“Shoot, and shoot straight, if they 


attempt to get away,” was the order 


given out at roll call Tuesday evening 
by Chief of Police John R. Burger to 
all members of the police department. 
This method will be adopted by the 
police department in the future as a 
means to put a stop to the numerous 
robberies and holdups 
which 
have 
boon reported to police headquarters 
during the past month. 
Tuesday afternoon all members of 
the day force of police were instructed 
to report for duty again at 7 o’clock 
Tuesday evening, and from that time 
until early Wednesday morning the 
day policemen patroled the outskirts 
of the city and the residence district, 
while the night police 
patroled 
the 
regular beats. 
The city has been divided into dis­ 
tricts, and each district is being pa­ 
troled at night by a special squad of 
police, who visit every block in the 
residence district three or four times 
during the night. 
All persons found by the police at 
a late hour are questioned, and, if un­ 
able to give good reasons for being 
out, are taken to police headquarters, 
where they are given a grilling • by 
Night Chief of Police John Kaiser. 
Chief of Police Burger worked with 
his men all night 
Tuesday, 
visiting 
every section of the city some time 
during the night and urging the offi­ 
cers to pick up any suspicious char­ 
acters. 
“It is my belief,” said Chief Bur­ 
ger, “that the robberies are committed 
by tramps who bum their way into Se­ 
dalia, ‘pull a job’ here and then make 
their getaway. 
If eight or

dealt with strictly, I believe it would 
prevent others from com ing to Seda­ 
lia.”

As a result of the conference to- 
day, d etails of tho shipping bill, which 


will be supported by tho administra­ 
tion, became known for the first time. 
It does not include the feature of the 
old bill providing for continued oper­ 
ations of ships by the government. 
Instead, it provides that the govern­ 
ment shall purchase or build ships, 
and then lease or sell them to cor­ 
neal ions or individuals. 
Only in the 
case that no one offers to lease or 
buy them, is the government to be 
allowed to operate them.

Browns in 1910, $5,338.75, in satisfac­ 
tion of judgment obtained by O’Con­ 
nor against the St. Louis American 
baseball club in the circuit and appel­ 
late courts of St. Louis.

ball interests purchased the Browns 
from Robert Lee Hedges.
